He gave Servilia, the mo- 
ther of Brutus, a peari of the value of $200,000, 
He would doubtless have been guilty of many 
other extravagances, bad not “ the well- beloved 
Brates”’ given him thet creel stab under the 
Ofth rib. On the day of the assassination, Cu-sar’s 
friend, Merk Aathony, owed $1,500 000, which 
was all paid thirty days afterward. This same 
Antbony aently swallowed @ pesrt dis- 
solved ta vinegar (which Cleopatra administer- 
ed to him.) worth $400,000. He also squan- 
dered $735,000 090 of the public treasery. He 
would have been a spiendid fellow te have held 
8 fiscal agency ander our federal government. 

Tiberius, at bis death, left $114 ,125,000 which 
Caligula rpent in less than twelve months. He 
lived at the rate of about $35,000 « day; one 
supper cost bim $400 000. 

Esopus, the comedian, even transcended 
Caligala in oe; having given $400,- 
000 for one single dish. He had a son, Clo- 
dias, whe was a cbip of the old block. Among 
other costly ¢ feats, he ih da 
peart, (« le Anthony,) valued at $4,000. 

Appius, another Reman millionsire, squac- 
dered im debeuchery some $2 500 000; after 
whieh, fioding bimecif sober one day, he inves- 
tigated bis pecuniary affairs, and fiading that 
he bad only half s million dollars lef, he pol- 
soned himeeif, bx cause he considered that sum
